In its most recen t an n u al report, the In ter­ 
state Commerce Commission presen ts an ex ­ 
hau stiv e an aly sis of tran sportation problems, 
an d say s th at there can be n o equ ality of oppor­ 
tu n ity u n til three thin gs are affected. These are: 
Comparable wages for comparable skill; efficien t 
an d adequ ate serv ice withou t discrimin ation ; 
comparable tax ation of all tran sport agen cies. 
Not on e of these con dition s ex ists today . The 
Commission has ju risdiction ov er bu t on e carrier 
— the railroads. It has the power to regu late 
practically ev ery phase of their operation . Strin ­ 
gen t ru les protect the trav elin g an d shippin g 
pu blic an d railroad workers. Rates are fix ed an d 
absolu te, an d can n ot be chan ged withou t a cau se 
which the Commission , after ex hau stiv e in qu iry , 
believ es adequ ate. 
Compare th at to an y other carrier. The water­ 
way s are pu blicly su bsidized for the most part. 
They are free from the heav y tax es born e by the 
rails. The pu blic treasu ry is hafidy to take care 
of deficits. 
Bu ses an d tru cks, most im portan t of railroad 
competitors, hav e few restriction s ou tside of 
those recen tly created by the NRA, determin in g 
wages paid employ es, an d hou rs of work. 
Tran sportation today is literally in a state of 
chaos. On ly legislation that giv es all carriers a 
fair deal, an d allows n o special priv ileges, can 
brin g order.

The world’s record for throwin g the 16 -pou n d 
shot, on e of the regu lar ev en ts at all track an d 
field meets, is 53 feet. 
The amou n t of en ergy possessed by an av er­ 
age-sized au tomobile trav elin g at 60 miles an 
hou r wou ld be su fficien t to throw that shot 5 2,- 
800 feet — n early ten miles.

Those facts, brou ght ou t in a recen t report of 
the Trav elers In su ran ce Compan y , giv e some 
idea of the poten tial men ace of speed on the 
highway . Du rin g recen t y ears the death an d in ­ 
ju ry rate per acciden t has been risin g — an d the 
in crease was especially marked in 1933. The 
chan ce of a person bein g seriou sly hu rt or killed 
in an acciden t is su bstan tially greater n ow than 
it wou ld hav e been fiv e or ten y ears ago in a sim­ 
ilar acciden t. The reason can be ex pressed in 
on e word: Speed. 
Today ’s cars hav e better brakes, better steer­ 
in g, better lights an d stron ger bodies than those 
of the past. By all en gin eerin g stan dards, they 
are safer. W hat has happen ed is that the pu blic 
has ex aggerated the in creased safety factors — 
an d actu ally tu rn ed these improv emen ts in to 
dan gers. 
Watch y ou r speed — adapt it to local con di­ 
tion s at all times — an d y ou ’ll hav e taken a lon g 
step toward becomin g a safe driv er.
